Nice will only 
get you so far 


City Matters survey. 

While the mayor's 
support remains strong, 
council approval is 
lukewarm, due in part 
to lower level of debate 
— and action — says 
one councillor 


Halifax residents are giving the 
mayor a pat on the back for a 
second year, but are less gener¬ 
ous about grading the perform¬ 
ance of council as a whole. 

Respondents to the 2014 
City Matters survey gave Mayor 
Mike Savage an average score of 
6.8 out of 10, compared to 6.9 
in 2013. 

Council as a whole got a 
mean score of 6.1 out of 10 
compared to 6.4 last year. 

The difference is in the 
number of respondents who 
gave a score of eight or higher 
— 39 per cent for Savage and 20 
per cent for council. 


“What I’m hearing from 
people is they like the fact that 
we’re getting along better ... 
but they get a little frustrated 
that things seem to take so 
long,” said Coun. Tim Out- 
hit. “We’re saying all the right 
things and we’re getting along 
nicely, but what have we ac¬ 
complished?” 

Savage shrugged off his own 
results, saying he’s a part of 
council and the score for the 
entity reflects on him as an in¬ 
dividual. 

Savage said he’s proud of 
council’s unanimous votes on 
issues like affordable housing 
partnerships, developing an 
arts advisory council and con¬ 
sidering giving permanent resi¬ 
dents the right to vote. 

“In a democracy, unanim¬ 
ity is not necessarily a sign 
of progress, but I think that 
people ... understanding key 
priorities need to be addressed 
and speaking with one voice 
can be very important,” he said. 

Outhit, however, suggested 
that council is sometimes 
too harmonious, noting that 


much of the debate now hap¬ 
pens at standing committees 
which the average citizen isn’t 
watching. 

He said the city needs to 
do a better job of telling resi¬ 
dents about significant achieve¬ 
ments, like not raising taxes for 
the last two years. 

“A lot of it, I think, comes 
down to communication, and 
communication even includes 
how we behave on Tuesday,” 
he said. 

City Matters was conducted 
by MQQ Research for Metro 
Halifax and the Greater Hali¬ 
fax Partnership and surveyed 
500 adult Halifax residents in 
online panels from Nov. 7 to

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Catie Miller probe treated as 
homicide for months: Police 



Investigation. Charges 
laid in missing-person 
case four months later 




Although murder charges 
in relation to Catie Miller’s 
disappearance were laid 
Monday, Halifax police say 
they have been investigat¬ 
ing her case as a homicide 
for months. 

Catherine (Catie) Miller 
was last heard from on July 
15, and Halifax Regional 
Police ruled the Dartmouth 
woman’s case a homicide 
Monday even though Supt. 
Jim Perrin told reporters the 
homicide division took over 
the case a few days after she 
went missing. 

Miller’s parents were 
also told their daughter’s 
case was treated as a homi¬ 
cide on Sunday, Perrin said. 

“Investigators have to 
keep some secrecy around 
the file because what we 
can’t lose sight of is our pri¬ 
mary function is to find out 
what happened to Ms. Mil¬ 
ler,” Perrin said. 

“If we have to hold back 
information to do that, we 
will.” 

Jason James Johnson was 
arrested at a Charlotte Lane 
address in Halifax Saturday 
night, interviewed by po¬ 
lice, and appeared in court 
Monday to face charges of 
first-degree murder and in¬ 
decently interfering with a 
dead human body. 

Police say he has no 
known permanent address, 
and is due back in court Feb. 
3, 2015. 

Although they have not

found Miller’s body, Perrin 
said the entire course of the 
investigation led police to 
lay both charges. 

Perrin said Johnson and 
Miller knew one another 
and were in a relationship, 


but would not give any 
more details. 

He said police believe 
Miller, who left a young 
son, was killed the day she 
went missing and the case 
was ruled a homicide based 
on “many, many” pieces of 
evidence. 

Suspicions that Miller 
had been murdered arose 
early in the investigation, 
Perrin said, and confirmed 
that police spoke with John¬ 
son as someone Miller had 
“ties” with early in the case. 


In September, police 
spokesman Const. Pierre 
Bourdages reaffirmed Mil¬ 
ler’s case was an active mis¬ 
sing person investigation. 

While police were gath¬ 
ering evidence and con¬ 
ducting searches, Miller’s 
case received national atten¬ 
tion. 

Her parents, John and 
Terry Miller, held multiple 
vigils, created a YouTube 
video and organized post¬ 
ering campaigns to spread 
the word of her disappear¬ 


ance across Canada. 

“This is devastating news. 
We can only begin to try to 
imagine what they must be 
going through,” Perrin said. 

John Miller had spoken 
with media many times in 
an effort to bring in tips for 
police, but did not return 
Metro’s request for a com¬ 
ment on Monday. 

Police are actively 
searching the province for 
her remains, and Perrin said 
police are confident Miller’s 
body will be found. 


Criminal past of accused dates back to 2005 


The 29-year-old man who 
is facing a charge of first- 
degree murder in Catie Mil¬ 
ler’s death has a criminal 
record going back to 2005 
that includes theft and pos¬ 
session of an unauthorized 
firearm. 

Jason James Johnson 
was convicted in November 
2011 of possession of an un¬ 
authorized firearm, accord¬ 
ing to Public Prosecution 
Service spokeswoman Chris 
Hansen. 


In 2005, Johnson was 
also convicted of public mis¬ 
chief, theft, breaching pro¬ 
bation, uttering threats, and 
possession of a weapon for a 
dangerous purpose, Hansen 
said. 

Supt. Jim Perrin of Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police told re¬ 
porters Monday he believes 
Johnson is not from Halifax 
but another part of the prov¬ 
ince. 

Although he was arrested 
at a Charlotte Lane address, 


Perrin said Johnson has no 
permanent residence they 
know of. 

He could not say who was 
living in the Charlotte Lane 
residence, or how long John¬ 
son had been there. 

When asked whether Mil¬ 
ler’s disappearance was con¬ 
nected to any of Johnson’s 
prior offences, Perrin said 
the announcement of char¬ 
ges was not about either per¬ 
son’s background but what 
happened to Miller. 


“Our focus all along 
through this investigation is 
to find out what happened,” 
Perrin said. 

“Today we brought the re¬ 
sponsible person before the 
courts.”

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2nd guilty plea in child-pom case 


Court. 19-year-old 
man expected to be 
sentenced in January 


A second young man accused in 
a prominent child-pornography 
case pleaded guilty in youth 
court Monday to distributing 
a sexually graphic image of a 
15-year-old girl who later died 
following a suicide attempt. 

The 19-year-old man, who 
cannot be identified because 
he was a minor at the time of 
the offence in the fall of 2011, 
was expected to start a sched¬ 
uled four-day trial but entered 
a guilty plea to one count of 
distributing child pornography. 
He will be sentenced on Jan. 15. 

The girl’s parents said they 
weren’t surprised by the plea 
but wished it had come earlier, 
adding that it didn’t make it 
any easier to listen to the dif¬ 
ficult facts of the case as the 
accused sat nearby on the pris¬ 
oner’s bench. 

“We felt the evidence was al¬ 
ready pretty strong ... but this 
should have happened in the 
first place,” her father said out¬ 
side Halifax youth court.

“It’s difficult to be in 
the courtroom because 
you’re angry.... She’s 
not there to see this 
happen. She’s not there 
to see people held 
accountable for what 
they did to her.” 

The victim’s father 


read an agreed statement out¬ 
lining the facts of the high-pro¬ 
file case that garnered national 
attention following the girl’s 
death last year. 

A 20-year-old man also 
charged in the case was given 
a conditional discharge earlier 
this month, after he pleaded 
guilty to making child pornog¬ 
raphy by taking a photo of the 
accused having sex with the 
girl. His identity is also pro¬ 
tected because he was a minor 
at the time. 

Smith described how the 
girl, who was 15 at the time, 
was at a house with two teen 
boys in November 2011 and 
had been drinking. One of the 


teen boys took a photo of the 
other having sex with the girl 
from behind as she vomited out 
a window. 

The statement said the girl 
did not know the photo was 
being taken and did not give 
consent as the man was pressed 
up against her and giving two 
thumbs up while he smiled for 
the camera. 

Smith said the accused who 
took the photo sent it to his 
friend who had sex with the 
girl. Smith said the latter then 
texted it to two young women, 
who then sent it out to “numer¬ 
ous persons, most of whom at¬ 
tended the same school” as the 
two accused and the girl. 

The girl, whose identity is 
protected by a mandatoiy pub¬ 
lication ban, died after she was 
taken off life support following 
a suicide attempt in the spring 
of 2013. 

Her family says she was bul¬ 
lied for months as a result of 
the photo. 

“It took away her veiy es¬ 
sence of who she was,” said 
the victim’s mother, wearing a 
T-shirt bearing the girl’s name. 
“Once that photo appeared, she 
was never the same again.”

Garbage 

collection 

Garbage collection 
received the highest 
average score in its 
first year on the survey, 
knocking police out of 
the top spot. 

HRM solid waste 
acting manager Matt 
Keliher was diplomatic 
about the “win.” 

“It’s good news, it 
shows that the programs 
we have in place are 
working and they meet 
the needs of residents.” 

Keliher said the city 
works closely with the 
contractors who provide 
garbage collection. He 
said residents may also 
have the warm and fuzz- 
ies over expanded green 
bin service, introduced 
in rural areas in the last 
year. Keliher said next 
year’s score could suffer 
if council approves clear 
trash bags, raising the 
possibility for more 
curbside rejections. 

“If eveiyone is work¬ 
ing within the bounds of 
what can go in the bags 
and separating where it 
needs to go, I think we’ll 
continue to have pretty 
good ratings,” he said. 


Police 

If residents are unhappy 
with Halifax police — 
which includes both Halifax 
Regional Police and Halifax 
RCMP — it didn’t show up 
in the survey responses. 

Police services was the 
second-ranked municipal 
service with the same mean 
score as in 2013. 

“There will always be 
times when someone feels 
we should have done some¬ 
thing better or different, 
but this ... shows us that 
we’re moving in the right 
direction,” said HRP deputy 
chief Bill Moore. 

Moore said the force will 
continue to focus on six 
operational priorities over 
the next year — including 
sexualized and domestic 
violence and downtown 
safety — but will also look 
at “quality assurance” to 
ensure “good preliminaiy 
investigations.” 

“The big thing for us 
is to be as transparent as 
we can, explain what we 
did, why we did it, this is 
why it happened,” he said. 
“In cases where we didn’t 
do something correctly or 
there’s room for improve¬ 
ment, that we say so.” 


Green spaces 

Whether it’s for loun¬ 
ging around with a book 
or hitting the trails on a 
bike, survey respondents 
love Halifax’s green 
spaces. 

Green spaces round¬ 
ed out the top three 
municipal services, just 
ahead of recreational 
facilities. Brad Anguish, 
HRM’s director of parks 
and recreation, said the 
two often go hand in 
hand, citing free swim¬ 
ming lessons at the city’s 
beaches and free canoe¬ 
ing lessons at the Saint 
Maiy’s Boat Club. 

“We’re really talking 
about giving people 
free access to the basics 
they need to enjoy our 
region,” he said. 

Anguish said the city 
is focused on using its 
green spaces, either by 
adding urban gardens 
and orchards, or by 
expanding a network 
of active transportation 
trails. The city has about 
$1 million set aside for 
recapitalization of trails 
this year, and a tender 
was just issued to de¬ 
velop a greenbelting and 
public open spaces plan.

Snow clearing 

Survey respondents gave 
snow clearing the thrrd- 
lowest mean score of all 
municipal services — 
hardly surprising, com¬ 
ing on the heels of one 
of the harshest winters 
in several years. 

HRM superintendent 
of winter operations 
Darrin Natolino said 
the city is looking to 
bounce back from the 
bad weather and poor 
reviews of the contract¬ 
ors who took over snow 
clearing in some residen¬ 
tial neighbourhoods. 

“We’re in a good 
position. Our fleet’s up 
to snuff, our contracts 
are up to snuff.” 

Environment Canada 
is calling for a milder 
winter this year, and 
expectations have been 
made clear to the con¬ 
tractors handling snow 
removal. However, Nato¬ 
lino said it’s unlikely 
that anything short of 
a massive cash infusion 
will ever lead to better 
grades for snow removal. 
“I guess we could get 10 
out of 10, but that would 
require such a bottom¬ 
less budget.”

5.6 

Cost of municipal 
water services 

The appearance of munici¬ 
pal water service in the bot¬ 
tom three may be a matter 
of wording. 

A spokesman for the 
Halifax Regional Water 
Commission noted it was 
the only instance in which 
respondents were asked to 
rate the cost of the service 
and not the service itself. 

“It strikes me right off 
the top that the question 
is skewed because it’s 
targeting cost as opposed to 
value for dollar,” said James 
Campbell. 

The commission experi¬ 
enced some backlash in the 
last year over a new storm¬ 
water fee. On Monday, the 
commission announced it’s 
seeking rate increases total¬ 
ing $13.6 per cent over the 
next two years. 

Campbell said Halifax 
still has some of the lowest 
water rates in Canada, 
adding the rate hikes are 
necessaiy to upgrade aging 
infrastructure. “The reality 
is we’ve got neglected 
wastewater infrastructure 
that’s ... falling apart,” he 
said. “The only way to 
repair this stuff is to spend 
money and invest in it.” 



5.6 

Road 

maintenance 

HRM’s poor, potholey 
roads round out the 
rankings for municipal 
services, and the city’s 
superintendant of 
streets says he’s pretty 
resigned to that reality. 

The city spends about 
$20 million a year on 
street recapitalization, 
but Don Pellerine says 
that figure needs to be 
closer to $200 million. 
“We’re just scratching 
the surface with $20 mil¬ 
lion,” he said. 

Recapitalization 
refers to the curb-to-curb 
excavation of a street 
down to the road bed. 
Pellerine’s department 
received $2.3 million 
this year for the less 
intensive patching of 
potholes and deterior¬ 
ated roadway surfaces. 
Maintenance budgets are 
usually fixed from year 
to year, and when you 
get a bumper crop of 
potholes, as Halifax did 
this year, it stretches the 
budget to the last dollar. 

“It’s usually the big 
capital projects that get 
funding and we do our 
best,” said Pellerine. 
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*It*s been a long, 
terrible journey’

16 years in prison. 

Nova Scotia man 
freed in possible case 
of wrongful murder 
conviction 


A Nova Scotia man who was 
serving a life sentence for 
stabbing his ex-girlfriend to 
death walked from court on 
bail Monday, calling his re¬ 
lease “surreal” and his time in 
the criminal justice system a 
nightmare. 

“It’s been a long, terrible 
journey for me,” said Glen Eu¬ 
gene Assoun, who was granted 
bail after a preliminaiy review 
of his case said he may have 
been wrongfully convicted. 

“I am an innocent man. I’ve 
always been innocent and I al¬ 
ways will be innocent.” 

Assoun was greeted by ap¬ 
plause from his supporters as 
he left court after 16 years in 
prison, thanking his lawyers 
and the Association in Defence 
of the Wrongly Convicted for 
pursuing his case. 

Walking away from the 
same building where he was 
convicted and sentenced was a 
moment that Assoun reflected 
on. 

“I went through a murder 
trial by myself. I have a Grade 6 
education and I had to defend 
myself. And it was a night-

mare,” he said. 

“I lost my freedom and 
my liberty in this building for 
something I didn’t do. And 
I come here today and I had 
my liberty restored. It’s a great 
day for me and I’m really over¬ 
whelmed right now, to tell you 
the truth.” 

Assoun was convicted by a 
juiy of second-degree murder 
and sentenced to life in prison 
in September 1999 for the slay¬ 
ing of Brenda Lee Anne Way. 

The federal Justice Depart¬ 
ment said recently that a pre- 
liminaiy assessment shows 
there may have been a miscar¬ 
riage of justice and a more in- 
depth investigation has been 
launched into his case. The 
preliminary assessment has 
been sealed by the court. 

Assoun’s lawyer began re¬ 
viewing the case eight years 
ago and persuaded the Associa¬ 
tion in Defence of the Wrongly 
Convicted to take it on in 2010. 

Judge James Chipman 
of the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court ruled Monday that As¬ 
soun should be released on a 
number of conditions, includ¬ 


ing one that requires him to 
stay with family in an undis¬ 
closed province and another 
that will see him electronically 
monitored. 

Assoun, 59, also has to re¬ 
linquish his passport, meet 
with a parole officer weekly, 
report any intimate relation¬ 
ships he has with women and 
not contact Way’s family. 

The Crown agreed with a 
submission from Assoun’s law¬ 
yers that he should be released 
on bail. 

In his decision, Chipman 
said it is apparent that the 
Crown and defence put a lot

to the minister, who will then 
have the option of ordering 
a new trial or referring the 
case back to the Nova Scotia 
Court of Appeal if he agrees 
there has been a miscarriage 
of justice. 


of work into crafting a release 
order for Assoun. 

“The court takes comfort 
in this,” Chipman said, adding 
that he is confident Assoun 
would surrender himself to au¬ 
thorities if asked to because he 
has “a significant stake” in the 
outcome of his proceedings. 

Way’s partly clothed body 
was found behind an apart¬ 
ment building in the Hali¬ 
fax area on Nov. 12, 1995. 
The 28-year-old woman was 
stabbed six times and her 
throat was slashed. 

Assoun, who was living in 
British Columbia when he was 
arrested more than two years 
later, has always said he was 
wrongfully convicted of the 
crime. 

“He has not deviated from 
his assertion of innocence by 
a hair,” Philip Campbell, As¬ 
soun’s lawyer, said Monday.

Haligonians may start turning 
their taps off more following a

The average resident will 
see their rates rise by $3.90 
monthly starting next May, if 
the rate application filed to the 
Nova Scotia Utility and Review 
Board is approved. 

“We’re a utility that’s losing 
money,” Halifax Water spokes¬ 
man James Campbell said 
frankly, adding that includes 
$4.9-million last year alone.

Debt servicing costs due to 
new facilities, declining con¬ 
sumption and stricter federal 
waste water regulations are 
also key factors in the proposed 
hikes, which include another 
jump of $4.55 per month in 
April 2016. 

That equates to a 6.5 per 
cent increase in 2015-16 and 
7.1 per cent increase in 2016- 
17, which according to Halifax 
Water still represent some of 
the lowest rates in the coun¬ 
try for water, waste water and 
storm water services. 

This excludes the water rate 


increase from this past April. 

“We’ve been investing for 
years in water research,” Camp¬ 
bell said, pointing to new and 
old projects alike, such as the 
$64-million Eastern Passage 
waste water plant upgrade and 
the North Preston water res¬ 
ervoir rehabilitation as just a 


couple of examples. 

Halifax Water will have to 
spend about $2.6 billion over 
the next three decades, he said, 
adding feedback is welcome 
during the public hearing set 
for next Feb. 23 to 27. 

“It is the ratepayers’ money, 
after all,” Campbell said.

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Witness in fisherman’s murder trial 
admits he gave false report to police

The defence at the murder 
trial of a fisherman accused 
of killing a man on another 
fishing boat focused Monday 
on a false statement a key wit¬ 
ness gave to police about the 
disappearance of Phillip Bou¬ 
dreau off the coast of Nova 
Scotia last year. 

Craig Landiy told the 
murder trial of Joseph James 
Landiy in Port Hawlcesbury 
that his initial police state¬ 
ment in the days after Boud¬ 
reau’s disappearance on June 
1, 2013, was concocted. 

He told investigators the 
Twin Maggies had a “run-in” 
with Boudreau in the fog a 
few days prior to June 1, but 


Landiy testified Monday in 
the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court that it was a made-up 
stoiy that he heard in the 


furnace room at the home of 
Carla and Dwayne Samson, 
who are also charged in the 
case. 


Landiy said he repeated 
what he was told to say to 
police, who arrested him 
five days after Boudreau dis¬ 


appeared. Landry performed a 
re-enactment of the incident 
on June 26 while he was still 
in custody, court heard. 


The crew of the Twin Mag¬ 
gies suspected Boudreau had 
been tampering with their 
lobster traps before they 
steamed toward his boat on 
June 1, 2013, Landiy said. 

He said Joseph Landiy 
shot at Boudreau four times 
that day after they spotted 
him in the area of Mackerel 
Cove and suspected him of 
“playing” with their lobster 
traps. 

Joseph Landiy, 67, of Little 
Anse, has pleaded not guilty 
to second-degree murder. 

Craig Landiy said Bou¬ 
dreau pleaded for Joseph 
Landiy to stop firing at him, 
yelling, “Stop, James. Stop.” 

He said Boudreau’s boat 
was then rammed several 
times in Cape Breton’s Petit 
de Grat harbour by the Twin 
Maggies before Joseph Landry 
hooked Boudreau with a gaff 
and dragged him out to sea. 
The body of the 43-year-old 
man has never been found.

Amherst was considering 
accepting up to 30 million 
litres of treated water that 
was used in oil and gas ex¬ 
ploration around Kennet- 
coolc in 2007. If Amherst 
had moved forward, the 
town would have received

The latest Conservative sting 
operation aimed at discrediting 
a prominent Liberal candidate 
has instead wound up embar¬ 
rassing several Tory MPs, in¬ 
cluding senior cabinet minister 
Jason Kenney. 

The operation involved a 
young Conservative operative 
who secretly recorded a con¬ 
versation with Mario Raynolds, 
the Liberal candidate in Banff- 
Airdrie, and two other men at 
a public meeting in Canmore, 
Alta., last week.

Hacker attacks on 
city sites continue

A hacker who crashed the city 
of Ottawa and Ottawa Police 
websites over the weekend 
claims to have stolen data 
from cops and plans to release 
documents to media in the 
coming days.

Hacker an 
*amateur 
expertsays 

The hacker responsible for 
crashing police websites in 
Toronto and Ottawa is a mere 
“amateur,” says one expert. 

A hacker known as Aerith 
launched a distributed denial 
of service (DDoS) attack 
against municipal websites, 
including the home page of 
the Toronto Police Service 
over the weekend. 

Such attacks flood serv¬ 
ers with traffic making it 
difficult, or impossible, for 


there was a denial of service 
attack on their site, but en¬ 
sured the public that no data 
had been compromised, but 
the hacker, who is known as 
Aerith, says different. 

“We indeed did breach 
their server. Yes we have a ton 
of data, and yes it will be re¬ 
leased,” said the hacker, who 
claims to be with the loose- 
knit vigilante group Anonym¬ 
ous, in a news release Monday 
evening. 

“We are the ones whom 
took out the Supreme Court, 
Ottawa Police, City of Ottawa, 
Toronto Police, Laval Police, 
and more. We will be taking 
out more in the coming days, 
and we will not stop.” 

The hacker says there are 


people to access the site. The 
hacker renewed the offensive 
Monday, hacking into the 
City of Ottawa website and 
taking the Toronto police site 
offline. 

A Toronto police spokes¬ 
person acknowledged the 
attacks Monday, but declined 
to discuss specifics. 

“We were not hacked,” 
Const. David Hopkinson said. 
“This was a denial of service 
attack. It’s a flooding of our 
servers. We haven’t suffered 
a breach.” 

But an online security ex¬ 
pert said the hacker is more 
bark than bite. 

“I’d call him an amateur,” 


plans to release police “emails, 
documents and more” and 
won’t stop crashing city web¬ 
sites until police drop 60 swat¬ 
ting charges against a Bar- 
rhaven teen — a crime they 
say the teen was framed for. 

The hacker also crashed the 
City of Toronto, Toronto Police 
and the government parlia¬ 
ment websites and took down 
the City of Laval website Mon¬ 
day evening. 

“When the charges are 
dropped (we will stop), until 
then, we will keep taking them 
offline,” said Aerith in an email 
exchange with Metro. 

“The police have framed 
an innocent youth, and failed 
to investigate the crimes and 
furthermore, they have failed 


to provide any shred of solid 
proof.” 

Aerith says they have proof 
the swatting — prank calling 
emergency services to send 
out swat teams under false 
pretenses — was actually done 
by a man in New Jersey, and 
plan to release documents that 
would exonerate the teen in 
the coming days. 

The group first attacked Ot- 
tawa.ca Friday, as users were 
brought to a screen with a 
dancing banana and a text 
message targeting an Ottawa 
police officer Joel Demore. 

Police remain tight-lipped, 
but Chief Charles Bordeleau 
said that although their web¬ 
site is down, operation of the 
force remains fully functional.

When he was 15, Calce 
launched a similar attack 
that targeted both Amazon 
and eBay. He spent eight 
months in juvenile detention 
in Quebec for the crime and 
has since become an ethical 
hacker and Internet security 
consultant. 

The tools necessaiy to 
launch a DDoS attack are 
easily obtained. It’s even pos¬ 
sible to rent a botnet — the 
network of computers used 
to bombard a website with 
traffic — for as little as $20 
a day. Based on what he’s 
seen, that’s precisely what he 
believes Aerith has done. 


Even Aerith’s most high- 
profile hack — replacing the 
City of Ottawa’s homepage 
with an image of a dancing ba¬ 
nana — appears to have been 
achieved with what hackers 
call “social engineering.” 

Aerith contacted the 
company that hosts Ottawa’s 
website and posed as an IT 
manager with the city. Aerith 
then asked them to redirect 
the homepage to a different 
site. 

“If that’s the case, then 
there’s no real sign of high- 
level hacking skill,” Calce 
said.

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Blue Cross says it won’t cover 
couple with million-dollar baby 


Saskatchewan. Family 
fadng more than 
$900,000 in medical 
bills after an unexpected 
child birth in Hawaii 


Saskatchewan Blue Cross 
said in a statement Monday 
that Jennifer Huculalc should 
seek help from the national 
independent insurance om¬ 
budsman after denying her 
claim of more than $900,000 
in medical bills. 

Huculalc said she was six 
months pregnant when she 
left for a vacation in Hawaii 
with the blessing of her doc¬ 
tor and health insurance 
from Blue Cross. Soon after 
arriving, her water broke and 
her premature baby required 
a two-month stay in an Amer¬ 
ican neonatal intensive care 
unit. 

Huculalc said Blue Cross 


denied her claim, saying a 
bladder infection that caused 
some hemorrhaging at four 
months constituted a pre¬ 
existing condition. 

Saskatchewan Blue Cross 
President Arnie Arnott said 
Huculalc was given “nine 
specific events” that pre¬ 
vented her claim from being 
paid and referred the media 
back to Huculalc for further 
explanation. 

He said the challenges 
facing Huculalc’s family are 
“extraordinaiy and difficult.” 

“A review by OLHI is free 
of charge and Saskatchewan 
Blue Cross will cover any 
costs incurred by Ms. Hucu- 
lalc preparing her claim for 
review by the ombudsman,” 
Arnott said in the statement. 

Blue Cross aims to “help 
families avoid situations like 
this one,” he added. 

Huculalc didn’t immedi¬ 
ately return calls on Monday. 

Last week, she said she 


wasn’t given a Blue Cross 
questionnaire before the trip. 

“We were told we were 
covered. We paid our pre¬ 
mium. We obviously still 
feel that Blue Cross should 
cover the bill,” she said. “It’s 
a very sad position to be in. 
I wouldn’t wish it on any¬ 
body.” 

Huculalc said if a doctor 
told her she had a high-risk 
pregnancy, she wouldn’t have 
travelled to Hawaii. She said 
her doctor sent a letter to 
Blue Cross confirming that 
Huculalc’s pregnancy was 
stable when she went on va¬ 
cation, but the claim was still 
denied. 

“As of March, Blue Cross 
pretty much washed their 
hands of the whole case,” she 
said. “We’ve just kind of been 
sitting ducks, not knowing 
what to do.” 

The hospital in Hawaii has 
declined comment.

Negotiators 
fail to reach 
deal with Iran 


Vienna. Despite some 
progress, final deal on 
Iran’s nuclear issues 
extended until July 


A year-long effort to seal a 
nuclear deal with Iran fizzled 
Monday, leaving the U.S. and 
its alhes little choice but to 
declare a seven-month exten¬ 
sion in hopes that a new dead¬ 
line will be enough to achieve 
what a decade of negotiations 
have failed to do — limit Teh¬ 
ran’s ability to make a nuclear 
weapon. 

U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry and other Western for¬ 
eign ministers converging on 
Vienna in a last-ditch diplomat¬ 
ic push talked up the add-on 
time as the best way forward. 
“We would be fools to walk 
away,” Kerry declared. 

But a week of tough man¬ 
oeuvring appeared to have 
achieved little more than agree¬ 
ment to keep on talking. Nego¬ 
tiators will now strive to nail 
down by March 1 what Iran 
and the six world powers it is 
negotiating with must do, and 
by when. A final agreement is

meant to follow four months 
later. 

In Tehran, hard-liners fear¬ 
ful that their country will give 
away more than it gets under 
any final deal may increase 
pressure on Supreme Leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei to 
break off talks. Still, the latest 
extension appears to have the 
approval of Khamenei, the ul¬ 
timate arbiter in his country.

Fears of disastrous flooding ease in snowbound Buffalo 



Fears of disastrous flooding 
from a rapid meltdown of the 
Buffalo area’s seven feet of 
snow eased on Monday, but 
high winds became a men¬ 
ace, threatening to knock 
down trees and power lines. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo said 
state-deployed pumps and 
sandbags were in place as 
rain and warmer temper¬ 
atures rapidly melted the 
snow. Residents shovelled 
snow in T-shirts against the 
backdrop of white drifts. 

By late morning, minor 


to moderate flooding was re¬ 
ported in several creeks, but 
nearby homes were largely 
spared, and the sewers in 
Buffalo and elsewhere were 
handling the runoff. 

The snowfall across the 
Buffalo area ranged from 
less than a foot to about 7-1/2 
feet, depending on where the 
bands of snow coming off 
Lake Erie hit hardest. 

Forecasters said the po¬ 
tential for flooding remained 
through Wednesday mor¬ 
ning. 


“As of this moment, the 
situation is not as problem¬ 
atic as it could have been,” 
Cuomo said a day after advis¬ 
ing residents to pack a bag 
in case they needed to leave 
their homes. 

The new threat, he said, 
was wind — gusts up to 100 
km/h, with the potential to 
uproot trees from the soggy 
ground and knock out power 
needed to operate home- 
owners’ basement sump 
pumps.

A Cleveland officer was less 
than 10 feet away when he 
fatally shot a 12-year-old boy 
canying a pellet gun near a 
playground, and video of the 
shooting is clear about what 
happened, police said Monday. 

The boy was confronted Sat¬ 
urday by officers responding 
to a 911 call about a male who 
appeared to be pulling a gun in 
and out of his pants. 

The 911 caller said the gun 
was “probably fake,” then 
added, “I don’t know if it’s real 
or not.” Deputy Chief Edward 
Tomba said Monday that he 
didn’t know whether a dis¬ 
patcher shared that informa¬ 
tion with responding officers. 

The president of the Cleve¬ 


land Police Patrolmen’s As¬ 
sociation has said the officers 
weren’t told the caller thought 
the gun might be fake. 

Police say Tamir Rice, who 
died Sunday, had an “airsoft” 
gun that appeared indistin¬ 
guishable from a real firearm. 
Airsoft guns fire spherical plas¬ 
tic pellets and have orange tips 
to show they aren’t real fire¬ 
arms, but police said the one 
the boy had didn’t have the 
bright safety indicator. 

Authorities said the boy was 
told to raise his hands and was 
shot when he pulled the pel¬ 
let gun from his waistband, 
though he hadn’t pointed it at 
police or made verbal threats.

Violence erupts after grand

Violent protests erupted after 
a grand juiy decided not to in¬ 
dict a Ferguson police officer in 
the death of an unarmed, black 
18-year-old whose fatal shoot¬ 
ing by a white officer sparked 
weeks of demonstrations and 
exposed deep racial tension be¬ 
tween many African-Americans 
and police. 

U.S. President Barack Obama 
and the family of Michael 
Brown asked for calm after a 
prosecutor announced the deci¬ 
sion Monday evening that the 
grand jury decided not to indict 
officer Darren Wilson for the 
August shooting, prompting 
an angry response from dem¬ 
onstrators. Police used smoke 
and pepper spray after protest¬ 
ers grew violent Monday night 
in Ferguson, Mo., where police 


cars were vandalized and sev¬ 
eral gunshots were heard. 

Wilson’s fatal shooting of 
Brown after an Aug. 9 confron¬ 
tation reignited a fierce debate 
over how police treat young 
African-American men and 
focused attention on long-sim¬ 
mering racial tensions in Fer¬ 
guson and around the U.S., four 
decades after the 1960s civil 
rights movement. Police were 
criticized for responding to pro¬ 
tests with armoured vehicles 
and tear gas. 

Obama said from the White 
House that Americans need to 
accept the decision that the 
grand juiy made. He said it 
was understandable that some 
Americans would be “deeply 
disappointed — even angered,” 
but echoed Brown’s parents in 
calling for any protests to be 
peaceful. 

In a late-night statement, 
the first black president also 
urged Americans not to deny 
recent progress in race rela¬ 
tions in the U.S., the protests in 
Ferguson notwithstanding.

Afghan bombings raise death toll 


Bombings across Afghan¬ 
istan killed two NATO troops 
and six civilians Monday, au¬ 
thorities said, as the death 
toll in the country’s deadli¬ 
est insurgent attack this year 
rose to at least 50. 

The attacks, including 


Sunday’s mass killing by 
a suicide bomber at a vol¬ 
leyball tournament, come 
amid a renewed Taliban of¬ 
fensive as foreign troops 
begin to withdraw from the 
country. 

In a statement, NATO said 


the troops had been killed by 
an “enemy attack in eastern 
Afghanistan.” It did not iden¬ 
tify the nationalities of the 
dead, as the coalition waits 
for their home countries to 
make the announcement. 

No group claimed respon¬ 


sibility for either attack Mon¬ 
day. Insurgents have stepped 
up their assaults against Af¬ 
ghan security forces in a bid 
to undermine the Western- 
backed Kabul government of 
President Ashraf Ghani.

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Turkish president says 
women unequal to men 


Turkish President Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan set off a new contro¬ 
versy on Monday, declaring 
that women are not equal to 
men and accusing feminists of 
not understanding the special 
status that Islam attributes to 
mothers. 

Addressing a meeting in Is¬ 
tanbul on women and justice, 
Erdogan said men and women 
are created differently, that 
women cannot be expected to 
undertake the same work as 
men, and that mothers enjoy 
a high position that only they 
can reach. 

“You cannot put women 
and men on an equal footing,” 
Erdogan said. “It is against na¬ 
ture. They were created differ¬ 


ently. Their nature is different. 
Their constitution is different.” 

Erdogan added: “Mother¬ 
hood is the highest position 
.... You cannot explain this to 
feminists. They don’t accept 
motherhood. They have no 
such concern.” 

Lawyer and women’s rights 
activist Hulya Gulbahar said Er¬ 
dogan’s comments were in vio¬ 
lation of Turkey’s constitution, 
Turkish laws and international 
conventions on gender equality 
and didn’t help efforts to stem 
high incidences of violence 
against women in Turkey. 

“Such comments by state of¬ 
ficials which disregard equality 
between men and women play 
an important role in the rise of 


violence against women,” Gul¬ 
bahar said. “Such comments 
aim to make women’s presence 
in public life — from politics to 
arts, from science to sports — 
debatable.” 

Erdogan, a devout Muslim, 
often courts controversy with 
divisive public comments. 

He has previously angered 
women’s groups by stating 
that women should bear at 
least three children and by at¬ 
tempting to outlaw abortion 
and adulteiy. 

He raised eyebrows this 
month by declaring that 
Muslims had discovered the 
Americas before Christopher 
Columbus.

Swift’s Spotify battle 
hits note with artists

From boardrooms in Japan to 
songwriters’ rooms in Nashville, 
a debate is brewing in music in¬ 
dustry circles about the financial 
and creative value of streaming 
music, even as its popularity 
and impact skyrocket. 

Streaming music, predicted 
by many analysts to become the 
primaiy digital means for fans 
to consume music, has such 
influence now that Billboard 
will start tallying streaming 
numbers into the formula for 
its Billboard 200 chart. But even 
as consumers wrap their arms 
around the technology, many 
in the music industiy question 
whether streaming music rev¬ 
enues will match up. 

At a recent investor meet¬ 


ing in Tokyo, Sony Music Chief 
Financial Officer Kevin Kelleher 
said a lot of conversation had 
been happening about stream¬ 
ing services in light of pop star 
Taylor Swift’s recent decision to 
pull her catalogue off Spotify. 

“The key question is: Are the 
free, ad-supported services tak¬ 
ing away from how quickly, and 
to what extent, we can grow 
these paid services?” Kelleher 
asked, according to a report in 
the Wall Street Journal. 

A Spotify representative de¬ 
clined to comment to The Asso¬ 
ciated Press, but company CEO 
and co-founder Daniel Elc has 
addressed some critics on its 


website. He notes that the com¬ 
pany has paid out $2 billion US 
since it started in 2008. 

Swift’s actions touched a 
nerve in Nashville, a microcosm 
of the vast shifts in the musical 
economy. Country artists Jason 
Aldean, Brantley Gilbert and 
Justin Moore followed in Swift’s 
lead to remove or limit music 
that’s available for free to Spot- 
ify’s 50 million users. 

Swift and Aldean have cited 
concerns about whether the ser¬ 
vice fairly compensates all the 
stakeholders who help make 
the music, a message that res¬ 
onates among many Nashville 
artists, the associated press

While hacking can be a legitimate form of political protest, guest columnist Molly Sauter argues the recent cyberattack on the Ottawa Police website was premature, 
as due process hasn’t been given its due yet in the case of the teen who the hacktavists say was framed

Haclctivist actions like website 
defacements and other forms 
of online civil disobedience 
are necessary tactics in the 
toolbox of a modern democ¬ 
racy, and can be a powerful 
tool for underprivileged popu¬ 
lations struggling to get their 
message heard. But the hacker 
who recently took down sever¬ 
al official Ottawa websites is 
turning to disruptive tactics 
ahead of due process. 

The hacker or group of 
hackers calling itself 
AerithXOR and using the hash- 
tag #OpSoaringEagle, has stat¬ 
ed that it is rallying in support 
of an Ottawa teen who, they 
claim, has been falsely in¬ 
dicted for making more than 
30 false reports to emergency 
services across North America, 
a practice called “swatting.” 

These so-called pranks in¬ 
volve reporting a fake violent 
crime to the police in the 
hopes that they will respond 
in force. 

The danger that someone 
will be seriously injured or 
even killed in one of these 
“pranks” is significant and 
should be taken seriously. 

DDos actions (distributed 
denial of service actions) and 
other haclctivist tactics have 


Superficial similarities

been tools of online activism 
since the 1990s, when they 
were used in the service of 
causes ranging from the Zapa¬ 
tista struggle to anti-nuclear 
power protests. 

Similar to a blockade or 
occupation, an activist DDoS 
action typically involves 
many individual computers 
accessing the same server re¬ 
peatedly in a short period of 
time, with the goal of crash¬ 
ing the server and rendering 
it inaccessible. 

Though DDoS actions are 
often disruptive, they are not 
typically destructive, often 
causing very little (if any) dam¬ 
age to the target’s electronic 
infrastructure. 

On face, #OpSoaringEagle 
bears a resemblance to other 
Anonymous ops that claimed 
to be a reaction to the missteps 
or inaction of law enforce¬ 
ment, such as the effort by An¬ 
onymous to bring to light the 
names of people involved in 
the rape of a 16-year-old girl in 
Steubenville, Ohio. 

However, in that and other 
cases, the machinations of the 



justice system had clearly 
stalled: In Steubenville, pros¬ 
ecutors had dragged their feet 
in filing charges against the 
perpetrators despite the pres¬ 
ence of ample and damning 
evidence. 

In the case of this Ottawa 


teen, the justice process is just 
getting started and due pro¬ 
cess is taking place. If AerithX¬ 
OR has exonerating evidence, 
let it bring that to the police or 
the defence. 

A theatrical appeal for pub¬ 
lic attention of this kind is not 


necessary until the traditional 
channels have been exhausted.

approach to this? 

We didn’t set out to make 
a Madeleine McCann-esque 
thriller or anything. That 
wasn’t our intention. I think 
that’s just one case that’s 
received so much atten¬ 
tion, even in America. I’m 
sure people will make that 
comparison, but I don’t think 
that was the writers’ intention 
at all. They’re really adamant 
about that. I just think they 
don’t want the McCanns to 
think, “Oh, they’re making a 
thriller from our experience.” 
But as you go on and the 
watch the episodes, you real¬ 
ize it’s actually quite different. 

But certainly it came up at 
some point. 

(Director) Tom (Shankland) 
said, “There’s a book that 
Kate McCann had written, if 
you want to read it you might 
find something insightful in 
there.”

but, ultimately, I thought it 
was so specific to her case and 
her experience, and I felt like 
my character was so different 
from that. My character really 
just loses it when her child 
goes missing, and I think Kate 
really kept her act together. 

While reading the script, 
were you convinced you had 
it figured out? 

Yes, I did. I was not right. I 
was wrong, so wrong. That’s 
part of the fun, though. It is 
an emotional thriller in a lot 
of ways, because it is about 
a kid going missing, so in a 
lot of ways you’re invested. 
But then, having that thriller 
aspect as well makes it really 
exciting. As I was reading 
it — because I didn’t know 
what happened — I was just 
like, “Oh God, I hope it’s not 
me.” It’s such a great page- 
turner when you’re reading 
the script, and I imagine it 
will be like that when you’re 
watching it. 

Does tapping into the emo¬ 
tions for a character like this 
leave you drained? 

Oh yeah, especially the 2006 
stuff. I mean, there was stuff 


in the 2014 section that was 
also really draining, but 2006 
was just relentless. Even 
though the 2006 section only 
takes place over 11 or 12 days, 
we shot it for 2-1/2 months, so 
it’s a long time to be in that 
kind of “my child is missing” 
thing. Sometimes I’d get on 
the Eurostar back to London 
on Friday and just be a mess, 
like, “Somebody hold me for a 
minute!” 

It hasn’t tainted your view 
of France now, has it? 

No, no. Belgium maybe. We 
actually shot in Belgium. 
France is so expensive to 
shoot in, and Belgium has 
a lot of tax breaks. Plus the 
countrysides look identical, 
and they speak French so it 
was really good for us. 

So you’re off Belgium now. 

I will never go there again, 
(laughs) 

Probably not what the tour¬ 
ism board was hoping for.

Freeze with 
total ease

Double-duty dinners are 
lifesavers, but they have 
to be simple to make 
ahead and freeze for those 
last-minute emergency 
weelcnight meals. 

Some foods don’t 
freeze well; the secret is 
really in the water con¬ 
tent. As water freezes, it 
expands, and the crys¬ 
tals poke the cell walls, 
causing frozen fruits and 
vegetables to become 
mushy on thawing. 

They are still usable 
and nutritious but don’t 
have the same texture as 
you would expect when 
they are fresh. 

Here are some tips for 
freezing. 


• Wrap fish cakes or vege- 
table/bean burger patties 
tightly in plastic and do 
not thaw before pan frying. 
This will minimize the 
potential for sogginess. Use 
medium-high heat on the 
stovetop and pop onto a 
baking sheet making sure 
there is space between each 
patty and then into a warm 
oven to heat through. 

• Be sure to reheat any 
frozen dish thoroughly and 
only once to avoid food- 
borne pathogens. 

• Pancakes are great frozen 
with layers of parchment or 
wax paper and then popped 
in the toaster, but avoid 
using fruits like blueberries 
or bananas that can give 
off water and drip into the 
toaster. Think about using 
pancakes in a savouiy way 
by adding goat’s cheese and 
bacon instead of the sweet 
stuff. 




• Any time you are making 
soups, stews or curries, 
double the batch, fully 
cook and store in single 
serving sizes for quick, safe 
freezing and reheating. 

• Do not freeze: lettuce, 
cooked eggs or cheeses 
under 35% milk fat (MF). All 
will suffer texturally. 


Anything worth making 
is worth making twice as 
much. Or half the time. 
Or something.

1. Place mango on the counter 
to thaw and mix with chutney, 
set aside. 

2. Bring a large pot of water to 
a boil while you scrub (but not 
peel) potatoes and chop into 
quarters. Rinse green onions 


well under cold running water 
and chop, then set aside. 

3. When water boils, add pota¬ 
toes, garlic, salt and bring back 
to the boil, simmer 15 minutes. 

4. Add fish in frozen pieces 
when potatoes are soft enough 
to be poked with a knife. Sim¬ 
mer for 5-6 minutes just to cook 
through. Add chopped green 
onions for final minute. 

5. Mix commeal, bread crumbs 
and curry powder on a plate, 
ready to roll a crust for the po¬ 
tato patties. 

6. When fish is cooked, drain 
water, and mash fish mixture 
with a hand masher or with a 


hand-held wand until soft, but 
not smooth. 

7. Place 3~4 large pieces of foil 
on the counter and drizzle or 
spray with oil for freezing. 

8. Form medium round patties 
with a 1/2 cup (a handful) of the 
potato mixture. Roll in bread 
crumb mixture, place on foil, 
spray tops and fold foil over. 
Either hy in a skillet now or 
place in freezer up to 3 weeks. 

9. To cook: Preheat a large skil¬ 
let over medium-high heat and 
drizzle or spray with oil, Add 
2-3 patties at a time and let 
brown on one side before turn¬ 
ing carefully. Place onto a bak¬ 
ing sheet and into a 375 F oven 


to heat through. 

10. To serve, top with mango 
and sprouts.

Hockey legend Pat Quinn 
remembered as gentle giant 


‘Big Irishman’. Coach, 
GM and executive 
succumbs to illness in 
Vancouver at age 71 


On the ice, behind the bench 
and behind his desk, Pat Quinn 
was an imposing figure. 

‘“The Big Irishman’ is a guy 
that loves the game so much 
that when he walks in, you 
know hockey’s in the room,” 
longtime broadcaster and exec¬ 
utive John Davidson said. 

Quinn died Sunday night 
in Vancouver after a lengthy 
illness, the Hockey Hall of 
Fame and Vancouver Giants 
said Monday. Quinn, who was 
co-owner of the WHL’s Giants, 
was 71. 

The former NHL defence- 
man, longtime coach and exec¬ 
utive went down fighting as 
colleagues raved about not only 
his hockey acumen but about 
the kind personality behind his 
gruff exterior. 

Quinn led Team Canada 
to the gold medal at the 2002 
Olympics in Salt Lake City, the 
country’s first men’s hockey 
gold medal in 50 years. He also 
coached the Vancouver Can¬ 
ucks to the 1994 Stanley Cup 
final, the Canadian world jun¬ 
ior team to gold in 2009 and 


helped the Toronto Maple Leafs 
to the Eastern Conference final 
two times. 

In 15 full seasons as an NHL 
coach, Quinn’s teams missed 
the playoffs only three times. 

That success came over the 
span of decades, as a coach and 
executive. 

“He’s not unlike a Scotty 
Bowman in that they’re really 
bright guys,” said former Wash¬ 
ington Capitals GM George Mc- 
Phee, who worked under him 
in Vancouver and made his son 
Graham’s middle name Quinn 
as a tribute. “They were really 
intelligent and they could see 
the trends, they could see the 
fads, the things that were going 
to come and go and the things 
that would stay. Veiy perceptive 
and he adjusted and advanced.” 

Quinn was hailed by those 
close to him for having a heart 
to match his six-foot-three, 
200-plus-pound frame. Maple 
Leafs director of hockey and 
scouting administration Reid 
Mitchell called Quinn a gentle 
giant who was a “larger-than- 
life kind of guy, in stature and 
even his smile.” 

Part of that stature was that 
he was as tough as they come. 

“He’s a real guy’s guy. He’s 
a man’s man,” Florida Panthers 
GM Dale Tallon said. “He’s just 
a straight shooter and called it 
like it is.” the Canadian press
